May ir please yottb, Majesty — 

I have the honour of submitting to Your Majesty the following 
Report on Queen’s College, Cork, for the Academic Session 
1880-81, in compliance with a provision of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges (8 and 9 Vic., c. 6, s. 20), and in 
accordance with the College Statutes. 

Since my last report two changes have taken place in the 
professorial body, one in the Faculty of Ax-ts, and the other in 
that of Medicine. Charles Niven, D.Sc., E.R.s,, who held the chair 
of Mathematics, resigned on his appointment to the chair of 
Natural Philosophy in the University of Aberdeen. His 
successor, John C. Malet, M.A., having been appointed by your 
Majesty in time to enter upon his duties at the commencement 
of the session, the Mathematical classes suffered no inconvenience 
by the change, In the early part of the session, 1879-80, Dr. W. 
K. Tanner, Professor of Surgei'y, was obliged to ask leave of 
absence and go abroad on account of failing health. Not having 
sufficiently recovered to be able to resume his duties he resigned 
his chair before the opening of last session. Your Majesty having 
immediately filled the vacant chair by the appointment of Stephen 
O’Sullivan, M.D., f.r.c.s.i., a gx-aduate of our University, no inter- 
ruption in the work of the school resulted from the vacancy. 

In the session, 1880-8 1 , 121 candidates presented themselves at 
the Entrance Examinations; of these 91 passed at once, 14 at sub- 
sequent supplemental examinations, making together 105, and 
16 were rejected; 4 students were admitted cid eundem from 
other Queen’s Colleges or Universities, and 11 non-matriculated 
students joined classes, making a total of 120 students who entered 
the College, as against 105 in the preceding session; the total numr 
ber on the books of the College for the session was 327, of whom 
308 were matriculated students, and 19 non-matriculated, as 
against a total of 300 in the session of 1879-80, of whom 271 were 
matriculated and 29 non-matriculated. In the Appendix (A. p. 15) 
will be found the usual statistical information about the number of 
students who entered in the session, the total number of students 
attending the College, their distributions according to faculties, 
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academic standing, religious denominations, ages, audplaces whence 
they came. As the tables are constructed upon the plan followed 
for several years in my reports, they may be compared with the 
corresponding tables for other years. The general table (Appendix 
A, No. XI., p. 18), showing the number of students and the 
religious denominations for each year since the opening of the 
College, has been extended to the session 1880-81, and affords 
material for judging of the continuous growth of the College. 
As the students are almost exclusively drawn from the province 
in which the College is, and for the benefit of which it was estab- 
lished, the extent and character of that growth is evidently the 
normal outcome of the educational wants of the South of Ireland. 

This College, like other University Colleges, depends largely 
for its success upon the schools in which the Students are pre- 
pared for it. Our position in this respect could not well be more 
unsatisfactory. In the first place there is a lack of good grammar 
schools in our province — indeed large and important districts 
are without grammar schools of any kind. The Intermediate 
Edxrcation Act has turned public attention to the subject of 
schools, and led many parents to inquire into the quality of the 
education given in them. It has also stimulated schoolmasters 
to increased exertion, and the adoption of better methods of 
teaching, better text books and other school appliances. So far 
it has done some good to existing schools, but it has not yet 
- called into existence good grammar and science schools in the 
large towns where they are so much needed ; nor is it likely the 
present system will ever lead to this result. The plan of paying 
boys and girls for learning, instead of good teachers for teaching 
them, possesses at least the merit of novelty, but even this now 
uncommon merit is scarcely sufficient to induce any country 
anxious to promote knowledge and true education, to adopt the 
new method. The schools are now attempting to adapt them- 
selves to the scheme of examinations, and vie with each other in 
counting the honors of the pupils ; and as if there were not 
already enough of prizes, rival schools fouud scholarships; school 
work is being reduced to an organized system of cramming the 
clever boys capable of winning prizes for themselves, and earning 
result fees for the school, while the great majority who cannot 
do -this receive little or no attention. Real school work and 
cramming are however incompatible, and the attempt to carry on 
both in the same institution is sure to end in failure. The 
examination craze has already engendered a class of teachers who 
have made cramming for the various examinations a special 
business, and who, despite all the efforts of the schools, already 
prepare the majority of the candidates for Civil Service appoint- 
ments, and will in time get a virtual monopoly of the candidates for 
all places of emolument, and money prizes of every kind. The 
disorganization of the schools produced by the spread of the 
examination epidemic was perceptible at our last entrance 
examination. A slight improvement was noticeable in the 
candidates for scholarships, and among the cleverer boys generally. 
But those who sought in matriculation only a door to the 
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medical profession seemed worse tlian usual, and those rejected, 
numbering 16, were very ignorant, and must have been neglected 
at school. 

Again, such schools as exist have no definite purpose — can 
indeed have none amidst the social chaos of the country — and no 
organization. The teaching, even with really good and con- 
scientious masters, is aimless, irregular, and ineffective. This 
disorganised state of our schools has been promoted by the In- 
termediate System, and will be intensified when the examination 
edifice shall have been crowned by the addition of an, examining 
University destined to provide for the wants of a new type of 
bread-scholars. 

And, again, there is elsewhere a close connexion between School 
and University, the work of the former leading up to the latter. 
An institution which, besides being itself new, represented a new 
system and hew ideas in education, set down in the midst of a 
people undergoing social and political transformation, and seething 
under the action of a strong religious leaven, could not be ex- 
pected to link on to it institutions representing a different educa- 
tional phase. This is a work of time, and accordingly the College 
as it grows in age, in number of students, in the means of 
teaching, and in scope, counts more and more as a factor in the 
work of the schools. In time, too, the office and work of an 
University will he better understood ; and when masters who 
have received a real University training shall have more influence 
in the schools, the latter will perform their true functions in the 
educational organism, which, though subordinate to those of the 
University a,nd its colleges, are equally important. 

The effect of the present chaotic condition of things is twofold. 
First, students come so badly prepared in what may be called 
the ordinary instruments of thought, aud in ancient and modem 
languages — in a word, in every part of school work, that they 
follow the University course only in a limping and unsatisfactory 
manner, and much time is lost before a large number of students 
leam how to properly work. The professor is conseqirently 
obliged either to Lecture over the heads of a large part of his 
class, or to divide it into the instructed and uninstructed, a 
method which entails much additional labour upon him, and 
which lowers and impairs the effectiveness and quality of his 
teaching. Secondly, even when possessed of adequate knowledge 
to begin an University course, the examination fever has so pene- 
trated and enfeebled his mind, and extinguished any germs of 
enthusiasm for knowledge for its own sake, that the student 
has no thought for anything that does not directly “ pay,” as. the 
.phrase is. If the examining power be outside the teaching body, 
.and that the professor has no share in shaping and guiding it, he 
is compelled to forego his true functions of University teacher and 
become the mere expounder of other men’s ideas, and the purveyor 
of the shreds and patches of knowledge that make up the staple 
of examination not directly and intimately connected with 
teaching. The true office and work of an University teacher is 
not merely to provide for the Brodstudium uf his students, blit 
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also to enlarge their sphere of thought, and help them to acquire 
that higher culture which it is the function of a true or teaching 
University to impart, and which can only he done by men whose 
life-work is the extension of the field of knowledge, and notthat 
of for ever feeding the examination fever. 

Before leaving this subject, I cannot help noticing a statement 
recently made respecting our standard for prize and scholarship 
examinations. The standard adopted in an University or College, 
according to which honors, scholarships, and other prizes are 
awarded, must of course he largely influenced, first, by the 
state of education in the district from which the students are 
drawn, in other words by the extent and quality of the work 
of the schools ; and, secondly, by the number of competitors. 
It would surely be absurd to adopt so higb a standard that it 
would be practically unattainable by any students likely to 
compete. Again, if the number of competitors is not greater 
than the number of prizes, or even falls short of it, the standard 
would be determined by the knowledge of the lowest candidate, 
unless a predetermined minimum were fixed. In a young 
institution like this, which is only now beginning to occupy its 
true position, it must necessarily have sometimes occurred that 
the candidates for prizes in some subjects and for scholarships 
were few, and that consequently the standard of the exami- 
nations would have touched the lowest point. But the College 
Council have always taken care to fix a minimum which should 
represent a fair knowledge of the subjects of examination, and 
befitting an University College, and do not award a scholarship, 
exhibition, or prize to any candidate whose answering fails to 
reach this minimum, he the candidates few or many. Persons of 
inaccurate minds, and knowing nothing of College work, and, 
therefore, freer to indulge their prejudices, and to allow then 
self-interest to rule their imagination, have, in times of educa- 
tional strife, disparaged our examinations. It would he as 
foolish as it would he useless to heed the inaccurate and in- 
definite opinions expressed on such occasions. On the other 
hand it would be unwise to pass over in silence the definite 
charge contained in a Report on Grammar Schools, recently 
made by the Rev. J. P. Mahafiy, f.t.cj.d., to the Commissioners, 
appointed in December, 1878, to inquire into the Endowed Schools 
in Ireland, and by whom be was appointed to inquire into that 
class of schools. Mr. Mahaffy’s Report is appended to the Com- 
missioners’ Report in the Blue Book laid before Parliament this 
Session, and in it will be found the following paragraph: — 

“ The Principal has very large and independent views about 
education, which are well worthy of serious examination. He oom- 
plains bitterly of the low standard of the prize and scholarship exami- 
nations at the Queen’s Colleges of Cork and Galway, boys having 
obtained distinctions there whom he had resolved to send home to 
their parents on account of their stolid and invincible ignorance. . This 
has a most injurious influence on their class-fellows who remain . at 
school, and often takes away from his care lads who are just beginning 
to learn something.”— (Yol. I., p. 2®1, par. 2). 
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If this statement he true the College is not performing the 
functions for "which it was established, nor are the College 
authorities doing their duty. If it be untrue it is a gross in- 
justice to the Students, past and present, who worked for and 
won the prizes and scholarships of which they are justly proud. 
In the interest of those Students, as well as for the honour of 
the College, I am bound to show that this statement so far as 
Queen’s College, Cork, is concerned is entirely untrue. Rev. Mr. 
Mahaffy, in putting on record so grave and specific a charge 
against important public institutions entirely outside the scope 
of his inquiry, based merely on loose conversation, and unsupported 
by any evidence whatever, may not have shown that discretion, 
impartiality and accuracy one should naturally look for in a 
person selected for the office he held under the Commissioners 
of Endowed Schools ; but having deliberately put it iuto bis 
Report, I was bound in the absence of a categoric denial of the 
charge by the person to whom Mr. Mahaffy attributes it, to 
assume that it was made substantially as given by the latter, it 
would therefore have been useless to ask him for evidence which 
apparently he never sought, and doubtless never got. It would 
have been equally useless to call upon the Commissioners of 
Endowed Schools to substantiate a charge which without inquiry 
or notice to the institutions blamed, they had printed and 
circulated, thus accepting the full responsibility of their Inspeetor’s 
.act. I therefore, had recourse to the author, as I believed, of the 
charge, the Rev. P. Huvbtys, President oi the French College, 
Blaekrock. In my letter, after quoting the passage from Mr. 
Mahafly’s Report, I said I presumed he was the Principal there 
referred to, and asked him to justify the charge by naming at 
his earliest convenience the boys educated at his school who 
obtained distinctions in this college under the circumstances 
alleged. To this letter he sent a brief note saying that he was 
not responsible for Mr. Mahafi'y’s Report, and referred me to that 
gentleman for an explanation. I repeated my demand, giving 
reasons why 1 should not apply to Mr. Mahaffy, and continue to 
hold him responsible. I waited for ten days for a reply, and not 
receiving one, I demanded that he should either repudiate the 
charge or justify it, giving him a certain time within which to do 
so. Then only did it appear that he was not the Principal 
referred to, hut his dead predecessor! I shall not express any 
opinion upon the Rev. Mr. Huvbtys’ disingenuousness, except to 
add that he also withheld this important information from the 
Council of Queen’s College, Galway, hut nevertheless undertook 
to deny the accuracy of Mr. Mahaffy’s Report generally, as 
regarded Blaekrock school, and especially impugned the accuracy 
of the most important part of the paragraph quoted above. 

I shall now show why the Rev. P. Huvetys did not attempt to 
justify the charge of which I complain. In the eleven sessions 
ending 18B0— 81 (I did not think it worth while to go farther 
back), eleven students who had been at School at the French 
College entered this College, or an average of one a year. Of 
these eleven students, three entered the Faculty of Arts, and one 
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the Department of Engineering, and seven the Faculty of Medicine. 
Two of the latter entered as non-matriculated students, aDd may 
therefore be left out of consideration altogether, as they were 
not examined at all, and could not compete for prizes nor scholar- 
ships. Of the nine matriculated students then who came to this 
College, in the last eleven years, from the French College, only 

two obtained any distinction whatever at entrance one a 

medical scholarship, and the other — one of the students in Arts, 
a prize in English composition. The latter afterwards dis- 
tinguished himself in the subjects of his University course, as did 
also some of the medical students. But as the Blackroek school 
does not teach medicine, the Rev. Principal’s charge against 
Queen’s College, Cork, can only apply to subjects taught in his 
own school. One would have expected that students coining 
from a French College should have known French, and, if our 
standard for prizes be so low as has been alleged, should have 
easily succeeded in carrying off those offered in the French 
classes; hut only two obtained even mention in any class in the 
French language, and this too only after a session’s work at the 
College in that language. I think the foregoing facts con- 
clusively show that the statement of the Rev. Principal of the 
French College, Blackroek, as reported by the Rev. J. P. Mahaffy, 
is an invention as gratuitous as it is groundless. 

The students generally were attentive to their work, and their 
conduct in the class rooms and elsewhere on the whole satis- 
factory. Few complaints were made to me, and none of sufficient 
gravity to call for the direct intervention of the Council. One of 
the students rusticated in the session, 1879-80, Mr. S. E. M. Moxley, 
appealed to the Visitors against the decision of the Council in 
his case. The Visitors granted an Extraordinary Visitation, 
which was held in the College on the 7th and 8th of December, 
1880. After a full hearing, the Visitors unanimously approved 
of the action of the Council in the matter, and upheld the 
sentence of rustication for twelve months. 

Considerable additions have been made to the Library during 
the year by purchase and gifts. In the Appendix will be found 
a list of the latter, including those added to the Crawford Library 
(D. No. XXI., p. 29). The collection of hooks has not only out- 
grown the comparatively small room originally provided for them, 
but all the wall-space of the Examination Hall is now occupied. 
Even the additional cases provided this year in the latter would 
be more than filled by the hooks now lying on the floor awaiting 
the completion of these cases. The erection of a new Library 
building, commensurate with the present and future wants of 
the college, cannot therefore be longer postponed. The room now 
occupied as a Library could be used as a.n Archseological, 
Ethnological and Art Museum. This would be a great advantage 
to the college, as the objects of this kind which we possess, and 
which if brought together would form a considerable nucleus of 
such a museum, are now from want of a proper place obliged to 
be put into Lecture Rooms, 
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The various Museums are in excellent order. Additions have 
been made during the year to several of th em by purchase and gifts ; 
alist of the latter will be found in the Appendix (D. No. XXII., p. 
31). I regret that our collection of native plants must remain for the 
present incomplete owing to the death of Isaac Carroll, a botanist 
who possessed a rare knowledge of the British Flora, and a true 
love of Science. By his zeal and labour the College Herbarium 
has been enriched by a collection of plants representing fully 
three-fourths of our native flora (exclusive of Fungi). As this 
collection grew, so grew his desire to make it a memorial of his 
botanical life-work. In his endeavour to complete it, he caught 
a cold while out plant collecting, which proved the immediate 
cause of his death. 

Our Botanic Garden is now fully laid out; and with the fine 
collection of plants in our Plant Houses, nearly all presented to 
the College, affords ample means for teaching botany In the 
Appendix (D, No. XXIII., p. 32), will be found a list of the 
donations of plants and seeds received since my last Beport, with 
the donors’ names. I trust former students of the College and 
lovers of Botany will help us to increase our collections, especially 
by sending us seeds from any countries they may visit. A special 
Medical Garden has been laid out this year, in which the plants 
are arranged according to their pharmacological qualities. Another 
piece of ground has been set apart to form a Mythological Garden, 
and will contain, as far as possible, the sacred plants of the Greeks, 
Romans, Celts, and Northern nations, as well as those of Egypt 
and India, so far as these can be grown in the open air. It is 
also proposed to add the principal plants mentioned in Greek and 
Latin authors. This garden will, it is hoped, he of much use to 
students of the ancient classics and also to art students. 

The greater part of the fittings and furniture of the Biological 
Laboratory connected with the Plant Houses will be provided 
before next session, and I trust provision will he made next year 
for the remainder, and for the fitting up of the Aquarium attached 
to it. When this shall have been done the students of Natural 
History will possess satisfactory means for practical work in every 
department. I am glad to he able to state that the Professor of 
Natural History reports that in consequence of the facilities now 
afforded, a decided increase has taken place in the number of 
working students. 

So rapid has been the change of late years in the mode of 
teaching the Experimental and Natural Sciences by the intro- 
duction of practical work, that, young as this College is, the 
classes in Practical Chemistry have entirely outgrown the 
Laboratory ; indeed a like state of things has occurred in almost 
every department of the College. Except that it is in the wrong 
place, and consequently a source of inconvenience to several 
Professors whose lecture rooms are in the neighbourhood, the 
chemical laboratory is convenient and admirably fitted up, 
and is well adapted for a class ot about thirty students, while 
last session no less than seventy had entered for this class. The 
Professor of Chemistry has consequently to divide his students 
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into two classes, and, should the number further increase, as is 
likely, he will have to divide them into three classes. This state 
of things is both inconvenient and very injurious to College 
work; it seriously interferes with the work of the Medical 
School ; renders the work of the student in the laboratory much 
less convenient and efficient than it otherwise might be ; inter- 
feres with the growth of a special class of chemical students 
devoting a large portion, or even their whole time to chemistry ; 
and, lastly, greatly increases the work, and endangers the health 
of the Professor, his assistant, and attendant. Add to this the 
inconvenience arising from its position, and it will be seen that 
the present chemical laboratory is no longer adequate for the 
work of the College. If a uew chemical school he built the 
space occupied by the present Chemical Laboratory and Lecture 
Room, would afford, room for a better Physical Laboratory than 
we have at present, and allow us to use the present small one 
exclusively as a workshop for the making and repair of instru- 
ments, and also supply a much wanted Engineering Model Room 
and Technical Museum. 

The Crawford Observatory building has been finished, with 
the exception of the Photographic Chamber, and arrangements 
for a mean-time pendulum, Sc. Mr. Howard Grubb has a transit 
instrument and clock arrangement in hands, and when we 
receive these, the Observatory will he practically complete. 

The instrument room in the Meteorological Observatory, has 
also been finished, but the instruments have not been procured. 

Practical work as a method of teaching experimental sciences 
was in its infancy, when the College was established, and in 
Great Britain and Ireland was confined to chemistry. Since 
then it has been extended to every branch of physical and 
biological science, so that quite a revolution has been effected in 
the teaching of those branches of knowledge, as I have already 
indicated. During the last few years we have endeavoured to 
adapt ourselves to the wants ci’eated by the new phase of 
scientific teaching by the establishment of observatories, 
laboratories, plant-houses, &c. But these now indispensable 
means of Collegiate work are sources of increased expense, and 
largely increase the Professors’ work, and employ more of Iris 
time, and above all imperatively demand that he should be 
provided with an assistant. The College has, however, no fund 
for paying assistants, though it has been obliged for some years 
to temporarily allocate at great inconvenience, a portion of its 
ordinary funds to pay an assistant to the Professor of Chemistry, 
who could not possibly carry on his wox'k without one. Four 
assistants at least are now urgently required, namely one for 
Natural Philosophy who might for the present also act as Observer 
in the Crawford Observatory, one for Chemistry, one for Natural 
History, who should also act as Curator of the Natural History 
Museums, and one for Experimental Physiology. 

The rapid development of the Medical Sciences has made it very 
difficult for a single professor to deal with such extensive de- 
partments as Anatomy and Physiology, Medicine and Surgery. 
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Hence special chairs or lectureships have been established in 
many schools for Physiology, Pathology, Psychological Medicine, 
Ophthalmic and Aural Diseases, &c. Again, the function of 
medicine is no longer confined to the cure of disease, but includes 
its prevention also. The extensive and varied kinds of knowledge 
concerned with this latter function have been incorporated as a 
distinct branch of study under the conventional name of Sanitary 
Science or Public Health. The College Council, anxious to keep 
pace with the advance of medical education, have begun by the 
establishment of lecturerships in two of the departments just 
mentioned, namely, Sanitary Science and Psychological Medicine. 
They have been unable, however, to provide any endowment for 
them. It is, however, proposed to amalgamate with the Lecture- 
ship in Sanitary Science the already existing one of Medical 
Jurisprudence, and which is indeed only one of the branches of 
the former subject. In this way the Medical Jurisprudence fees 
will for the present yield some remuneration to the Lecturer. 
Dr. James A. Eames has been appointed to the Lectureship of 
Psychological Medicine. As the Cork District Lunatic Asylum 
has been opened to the students of Queen’s College by an Order 
in Council, Dr. Eames, who is Medical Superintendent of the In- 
stitution, will be also able to give clinical instruction to our 
students. In this department of medical education our arrange- 
ments are, therefore, satisfactory, and will enable us to effectively 
meet the requirements in this branch of the medical curriculum 
of the Royal University of Ireland. I hope that some funds may 
be provided which would enable us to give moderate endow- 
ments to these lecturerships, and establish the others above 
mentioned.
